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A Trip To Dayton 


With a Miraculous Escape and Other Stamp 


On Monday afternoon, November 
Thirteenth, six members of the Co- 
lumbus Philatelic Club started on a 
pilgrimage to Dayton, Ohio, where 
they were to attend a meeting of the 
Dayton Philatelic Society at which 
George W. Linn, Editor of Linn’s 
Weekly was to display his collection 
of Washington Bicentennial Stamps 
and talk before the members of the 
Dayton Society. 

Leaving Columbus about 4:30, one 
car piloted by E. E. Parker and with 
Lester Merritt, Joe Duffy and Ray 
Shepherd, Editor of the New Issue 
Column of Linn’s Weekly, as passen- 
gers was accompanied by another car 
piloted by Mr. Linn and with Norbert 
Gainey as passenger. The crowd stop- 
ped at Springfield where a very pleas- 
ant dinner was enjoyed enroute then 
on to Dayton where the members of 
the Dayton Society were in session. 
Through a misunderstanding the visit- 
ing collectors arrived just as the Day- 
ton collectors were finishing a dinner 
at which it was intended that the Co- 
lumbus Collectors were to be their 
guests. 

After a brief introduction by Mr. 
Ril T. Baker, the display and talk was 
next on the program and Mr. Linn 
attempted to point out the possibili- 
ties of making a specialized collec- 
tion of current stamps. His album of 
100 large pages was filled with inter- 
esting examples and different methods 
and plans for collecting even the com- 
monest current stamps in a manner 
that will give anyone sufficient ma- 
terial to work with and to study. 

Following this part of the program 
the visiting Columbus Collectors were 
called on for a few remarks and Pres- 
ident Merritt invited the Dayton Col- 
lectors to the annual Open House 





News of the Week 


Meeting of the Columbus Philatelic 
Club to be held at the Chittenden 
Hotel on Saturday and Sunday, Jan- 
uary 7 and 8, at which all stamp col- 
lectors are herewith extended an in- 
vitation to be present. 

Later in the evening Mr. Ril T. 
Baker and Mr. Wm. Aull acted as 
hosts for the visiting collectors and 
a very enjoyable evening was stretch- 
ed over into the wee hours of the 
morning at the home of Mr. Baker. 

Starting home, the two cars became 
separated as there was a heavy fall 
of snow and with a dark night, driving 
was quite uncertain which Mr. Linn 
and Mr. Gainey found out before 
reaching home. 

We stopped in Springfield again for 
a late lunch and a hot cup of coffee 
and then proceeded over the National 
Highway for Columbus. Several miles 
east of Springfield, on what was a 
small hill, we were rolling along at 
what we believed a safe speed when 
suddenly we both realized that the 
rear end of the car was catching up 
with the front end and the next word 
spoken was when I inquired of Mr. 
Gainey if he was hurt. Mr. Gainey 
remarked that he did not believe that 
he was but that the first thing to do 
was to get out of the car for he al- 
ways thought of fire. So we both slid 
through the door which was open, be- 
low us and hanging in the ditch and 
crawled out to survey the scenery and 
take stock of ourselves. 

Mr. Gainey said he felt a slight 
soreness in his neck but could find no 
other bruises or marks while for my- 
self I was unable to locate a spot 
which felt any different than it had 
before the wreck and I have yet failed 
to find a single scratch, mark or 





bruise. 





Mr. Gainey and myself are both at 
odds as to just what happened. He 
has drawn a picture of the accident 
as he thinks it happened, showing the 
car turning around completely in the 
road and then jumping across the 
ditch and laying on its side while it 
is my belief that we slid sideways off 
the road, the back end swinging 
around and off faster than the front 
and that we rolled completely over 
along the ditch with the rear of the 
car across the ditch and the front on 
the side next to the road. 

I am firm in this belief because all 
four fenders were crushed and I fail 
to see how that could have happened 
unless both sides of the car had hit 
the ground. 

Other than crushing the fenders, 
breaking off the back bumper and 
knocking a dent in the hood just be- 
hind the radiator, the car appears to 
be uninjured. 

All in all it was a most miraculous 
performance and the worst part of it 
all was standing out in the cold a 
couple hours waiting for help from 
Springfield to right the car and get 
it on its wheels again. Mr. Gainey 
rode into Springfield with passing 
motorists and I stayed with the ship 
till he returned with help. To keep 
warm I got down in the ditch and 
crawled up in the car and wrapped 
a blanket around myself and nearly 
went to sleep but was awakened about 
every five minutes by having someone 
stop and inquire if anyone was hurt. 

However we finally got the car on 
its wheels and drove it into Columbus 
where we turned it over to a garage 
for repairs at about 8 in the morning. 

Thus you readers of Linn’s Weekly 
can know just how close you came to 
losing a good Editor and for the bene- 
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fit of cover collectors we will, next 
November, issue a special anniver- 
sary crash cachet if there is enough 
demand for one. 


James H. Houston, 87, eccentric old 
time stamp collector of Washington, 
D. C., died at his home in Washing- 
ton, on November 12th. Mr. Houston 
was well known in Washington where 
he had been employed in numerous 
government positions for many years 
past. He had collected stamps for a 
great many years but never seemed 
to grasp the real possibilities of the 
hobby and paid little heed to advice 
of more careful and experienced col- 
lectors. He was a member of both 
the A. P. S. and S. P. A. and greatly 
enjoyed corresponding with friends 
and meeting other stamp collectors.

Delorimier Station, 
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Famous Collection Left 
to Providence 


Rev. Leon F. Kenney of Carolina, R. 
I, sends a clipping from the Provi- 
dence Journal which tells of the dis- 
position to be made of the stamp col- 
lection of the late Colonel Webster 
Knight, who died last June. Col. Knight 
made provision for the permanent 
public display of his stamp collection 
by setting aside a $50,000 endowment 
fund, the income from which will be 
used to keep the collection on perma- 
nent display. The Corporation of 
Brown University has voted to accept 
the Knight collection which will be 
housed in the John Hay Library. This 
makes Providence the only city out- 
side of Washington, D. C., to have on 
display a permanent and large collec- 
tion of stamps. The Knight collec- 
tion is said to rank second to the col- 
lection of the late Arthur Hind. 

Judge Robert S. Emerson, William 
H. Congdon and Prof. Robert F. 
Chambers of Brown University have 
been named as a permanent and self 
perpetuating committee to have 
charge of the display. 

This collection is said to contain the 
finest and most complete showing of 
mint blocks of United States stamps 
in existence. Starting with a block 
of six of the 5c 1847, a block of four 
of the 10ec and continuing on up to 
the present date the collection is prac- 
tically complete having such things as 
an imperf. block of the Von Steuben 
stamp which cost Col. Knight $800. 

Collectors of Providence are to be 
congratulated on having such a re- 
markable collection of stamps left in 
their midst and this collection will 
become a greater monument to Col- 
onel Knight than any sculptor could 
carve from granite.

In “The Rotarian” for September, 
Irvin S. Cobb has a very amusing 
article entitled “My Free Receipt for | 
Getting Rich.” He says to save and | 
put away whatever is current at the 
moment except currency, and it will 
surely bring you or your descendents 
riches in time to come. He speaks of 
the value now of mustache cups, boot- 
jacks, brass cuspidors, Currier & Ive 
prints, etc., and then gives the fol- 
lowing stamp story as an illustration 
of poor family judgement. 

“Back in 1800 my paternal great- 
grandfather began trading in what 
was then the frontier fringe of the 
Southwest of the United States. He 
was first a keelboater and then a 
steamboater and pretty soon he was 
exporting Kentucky tobacco and Ken- 
tucky whiskey to foreign parts, and 
on the side he added banking and 
merchandising and warehousing to his 
other activities, so that his business 
correspondence must have covered 
pretty much of all habitable America 
and extended into Europe and Africa 
and South America as well. In due 
season his son succeeded to the busi- 
ness and he maintained it and in- 
creased it until after the Civil War 
when it blew up as a result of his 
optimistic faith in Confederate bonds 
and the continuance of African slav- 
ery. 

All along, my grandfather contin- 
ued to keep his offices in the ancient 
warehouse building, which his father 
before him had built, and all along he, 
having apparently inherited a method- 
ical tendency, kept all the letters his

firm ever received as his father before 
him had done—kept them, mind you, 
in their original wrappers or enve- 
lopes. So that for more than seventy 
years—until 1873, to be exact, those 
letters accumulated. There must have 
been hundreds of thousands of them. 
They must have weighed tons. There’s 
a family legend that they filled all 
one side of a big loft. They stayed 
there until the early eighties when the 
new owner of the building, regarding 
them as so much rubbish, laboriously 
carted them down to the bank of the 
Cumberland River and made a huge 
bonfire of the stuff. 

But just think of what it would have 
meant to the succeeding generations 
of our breed had my grandfather had 
the forethought to hang onto those 
precious letter files—those withered 
sheaves of paper bearing stamps of 
the valuable and, in some instances, 
almost priceless issues of the earlier 
decades of the century last past. To- 
day the Cobbs would be riding around 
in two or three Rolls-Royces apiece, 
snooting members of the lowly pedes- 
trian class, and once in awhile run- 
ning over one of them. Of course 
we'd be too smart to turn loose a 
whole batch of those stamps at once 
and glut the whole philately market. 
Or I would. No, about ever so often 
I’d pass out a few of those delectable 
old stamps—just enough to drive all 
the collectors crazy—and harvest in 
the usufruct and start shopping 
around for a larger private yacht. 
And that is why, when I read in the 
paper that an original Battleboro 
three-center has just sold at auction 
for two hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars, I burst out crying.”

WELL WORTH Stamp Dealer’s Cat- 
A READING alog, the title of a 

publication from H. 
E. Harris & Co., of Boston, dated 
November-December 1933 carries an 
article entitled, “Trend of the Scott 
Catalog’. It is a most thorough, un- 
usually well written digest of the 
Scott Catalogue with relation to pric- 
ing and discounts. It will lead one to 
believe that the figures in the cata- 
logue mean nothing in innumerable 
cases and that prices are something 
which the publishers know as little 
about as you know yourself. 

It most thoroughly analyzes the 
system of pricing by the Scott Com- 
pany which as one will learn is not 
that list of prices appended to the 
stamps in the catalogue for after all, 
price means what do you have to pay 
for the stamp, not that figure which 
is printed after its description in the 
catalogue and this article plainly 
points out to you that altho the stamp 
may be listed at 50 cents or one dol- 
lar in the catalogue, the Scott Com- 
pany will price the stamp to you at 
anywhere from 10% to 80% below the 
printed price. 

What the Harris Company attempt 
to point out to the embryo collector 
or dealer is that stamps should be 
bought and sold on a cost plus basis, 
just as other merchandise is handled 
by retail stores. 





It is a simple situation, yet one 
that is difficult to overcome because 
of the mistaken idea of many collec- 
tors that stamps should be sold at 
50¢c discount. 

It behooves dealers to strengthen 
their backbone, buy and sell at prices 
based on cost and for collectors to 
know their stamps well enough that 
they are able to judge fair price quo- 
tations on same.

INTERNATIONAL 
POSTAGE STAMPS 


Some few 
weeks ago we 
printed a news 
item which came from Mr. Montgom- 
ery Mulford of Buffalo, N. Y. The 
gist of the item was that there was 
proposed to be a ruling of the Uni- 
versal Postal Union, to be considered 
at its next meeting in Cairo, looking 
toward the adoption of some plan 
whereby postage stamps of a com- 
memorative, or unnecessary nature 
would be barred from International 
mails. 

It would seem that if such a plan 
were adopted that it would go a very 
long way toward settling a lot of 
questions that have been cussed and 
discussed by the stamp collectors for 
many years past. If for example, 
each country member of the U. P. U. 
would issue a set of stamps which 
would be recognized as its regular and 
permanent issue and such set of 
stamps would be registered with mem- 
ber countries, and recognized for post- 
age in the International mails, and 
any other special or commemorative 
issues put out by that country would 
be barred from use on international 
mails, then collectors could confine 
their collections to such stamps as 
were in universal world use and there 
would be a line of cleavage there set 
up by governments of the world 
which would make an ideal line to hew 
to for that collector who objected to 
the many unnecessary and specula- 
tive issues. 

Such a plan would doubtless dis- 
courage the frequent issue of stamps 
by many countries which would not 
ordinarily have a heavy enough de- 
mand in their own country to make it 
profitable and thus practical to issue 
a special set of stamps for some spe- 
cial event,

Penny Black Not First Stamp 


Heretofore it has been believed that 
the Penny Black Stamp of Great Brit- 
ain, credited to the inventive genius 
of Rowland Hill or Patrick Chalmers, 
was the first and original postage 
stamp. 

Now comes the Philatelic Journal 
of Great Britain which tells the story 
of the discovery of a Greek stamp 
the date of which is placed as early 
as 1831. Evidence of the existence 
of this stamp has been in the hands 
of certain parties for some time past, 
one of the stamps was exhibited at the 
late exposition in Vienna, while two 
covers are in the collection of a Mr. 
A, G. Argyropoulos and the other in 
the collection of Colonel G. S. F. Na- 
pier, F.R.P.S.L It was one of the 
Argyropoulos covers which was shown 
at the exhibition. 

However, dates on the known cov- 
ers, were 1840, 1841 and 1848, the 
cover with the 1840 date being that of 
December 25th, thus making it later

than the date for the English Penny 
Black stamp. 

Now there has been found in Greece 
a portion of a sheet of these stamps, 
the sheet having been folded and brok- 
en apart, yet on the back of the sheet 
there is a written inscription which 
gives a date in May of 1831. It is 
believed that this sheet is an original 
specimen sheet of these stamps. It is 
not believed that the 1831 date es- 
tablishes the date of issue and evi- 
dence of actual use of these stamps 
prior to the use of the First British 
Stamp has not yet been found. 

This Greek stamp is of horizontal 
oblong format, with border of ordi- 
nary printers type border, the center 
of the panel bearing the word Lepta 
in Greek script, the figure 40 is at the 
right of the word of value.

Scratched Plate on Byrd 
Stamps 


Mr. Karl R. Oehme of Rochester, 
N. Y., submits a sheet of fifty of the 
Little America stamps, lower right, 
plate number 21167 and calls our at- 
tention to what he states he believes 
to be a break in the die. 

There is a very fine and faint arc 
shaped line which begins at the tip of 
the fifth stamp in the top row, leads 
to the left into the fourth stamp and 
down across the map, thru the “U” of 
U. S. POSTAGE, drops down thru the 
“R” of BYRD in the fourth stamp of 
the second row and fades out in the 
middle of the Pacific Ocean. Another 
similar line appears in the fourth 
stamp of the third row, starting at 
the “9” of 1929 and fades out in the 
“19” of 1929 at the lower part of the 
globe. There is also a similar line 
beginning near the top of the globe 
and continuing down through the cen- 
ter, coming out into the lower sheet 
margin through the “C” of CENTS, 
in the fourth stamp of the bottom 
row. 

These lines appear to be scratches 
in the plate. If they were in the die 
they would of course show up in 
other stamps in the sheet.

With rumors floating about con- 
cerning a new general issue of stamps 
to appear after the new year, I re- 
eall the appearance of the present 
issue and the rather interesting turn 
of events at that time. The Demo- 
crat regime had ended and Harding 
had promised a sort of new deal, etc., 
and everything was on the upward 
trend after a mild depression in the 
couple years preceding 1922. The Pil- 
grim issue, the 3c Victory and the 
13c apple green of the 1917-22 issue 
were the favorites then and really 
high prices were asked and obtained 
too. Then when the new permanent 
issues came along the dealers for no 
good reason at all tacked unreason- 
ably high prices on the just appear- 
ing common denominations from the 
very large and common cities. Those 
collectors who bought at these prices 
must have felt very chagrined and 
disgusted when in a few years they 
could buy the same stuff in packets 
for less than a cent apiece. Yet it 
did not dampen entirely their enthus- 
iasm as it was but a few short months 
till Harding passed on and the 2c 
Harding memorial stamp was issued, 
the stamp commonly called the ‘black 
Harding’. The orgy delved into by 
dealers and collectors has oft been 
told so will not be repeated. Suffice 
to say that when our new set does 
appear use judgment in what you buy 
because there will be some items that 
will be good and others that will be 
bound to be very common. The new 
metal handstamps have not yet en- 
tirely replaced all other types of pre- 
cancels but it seems the government 
intends that they should. The good 
items in the forthcoming issue will 
occur at places that still have their old 
electro or rubber handstamp and pre- 
cancel up one lot or a part of a lot 
with them, then are supplied the met- 
al handstamp for further precancel- 
ling. If we are still pounding out 
notes at that time we hope to be able 
to give pointers to collectors about 
the good items to buy and collect. 


If you had your choice of two 
stamps each having the following de- 
fects which would you choose? One 
with an additional post cancel or one 
with perforated initials. Or would 
you prefer to do entirely without till 
a better stamp came along if ever it 
did. I would take the one with the 
post cancel if I had my choice of the 
two, but if there was no choice I would 
take the one with the perf. initials, 
rather than none at all.

Top of the World 





A letter from the farthest north 
postoffice in North America is a 
unique piece that lots of collectors 
would like to possess. 

Woodrow L. Hodges who is em- 
ployed in the Treasurer’s office of 
Louisiana Tech is a stamp collector 
and a cover fan and he went to much 
trouble to get covers from this top 
of the world postoffice. 

Last January, Mr. Hodges ad- 
dressed several envelopes to himself, 
enclosed them with a letter in an en- 
velope addressed to the Postmaster at 
Craig Harbor, Northwest Territory, 
Canada. (The envelopes’ enclosed 
should bear Canadian stamps for re- 
turn postage.) More than nine 
months later the covers came back 
with a letter from the postmaster 
who happens to be Corporal H. Kear- 
ney of the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police. The letter was dated Sep- 
tember 5 and here is what Kearney 
wrote Mr. Hodges: 

“Your letter took nine months to 
reach me. There is only one mail a 
sae at my post. Today there are 
four degrees of frost, i. e., tempera- 
ture, 28 Fahr. The harbor is full of 
pack ice and it is with difficulty that 
my annual supplies are being landed 
from the supply ship. My comrade, 
Constable Fisher, and myself and Es- 
kimaux guides, (the sole population 
of Craig Harbour), are well. Excuse 
this rambling, I’m in such a hurry. 
Yours very truly, H. Kearney, Corpl. 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police.” 

Mr. Hodges submits one of the 
covers for our Editor’s collection and 
we find it backstamped “Eastern 
Arctic Mail Service, Sept. 6, 1933, 
Hudson’s Bay Co., S. S. NASCOPIE” 
It also bears a backstamp at St.

We have seen 
dozens of collections in which this 
stamp reposes and all the used copies, 
on account of the paper we believe, 
were in some way damaged.

There is no such 
stamp company as the Kenott Stamp 
Company in New York.
